1. GIFTS. DURING PRELIMINARY SESSION AT MFA, PROTOCOL 
OFFICIALS INFORMALLY ADVISED THAT THERE WOULD BE NO EXCHANGE 
OF GIFTS. HOWEVER, MFA PROMISED TO CONFIRM WITHIN NEXT FEW 
DAYS. MORRISSEY IS PREPARING CONTINGENCY LIST IN EVENT GOS 
REVERSES DIRECTIGH. 

2. HOTEL RESERVATIONS. RE REFTEL A. PARA 5, EMBASSY HAS 

MADE RESERVATIONS AT HILTON HOTEL FOR SECRETARY AND PARTY. AIR 
CREW WILL BE QUARTERED ELSEWHERE. SHANGRI-LA NORMALLY HAS 
98-PERCENT OCCUPANCY AT FULL RATES. THEREFORE, SHANGRI-LA 
MANAGEMENT NOT PARTICULARLY INTERESTED IN MAKING SPECIAL ARRANGE- 
MENTS WHICH WOULD BE REQUIRED FOR THIS TYPE OF VISIT. OR IN 
OFFERING EMBASSY DISCOUNT RATES. ON OTHER HAND, EMBASSY EXPERI- 
ENCE WITH HILTON DURING SECRETARY SHULTZ AND MANY OTHER VIP 
VISITS EXTREMELY POSITIVE. 

3. VEHICLES. RE VEHICLE REQUIREMENTS (REF A, PARA 2). 

EMBASSY HAS A TOTAL OF SIX VEHICLES AND DRIVERS. VEHICLE CAPACITY 
FOUR PERSONS IN ADDITION TO DRIVER. SINCE TWO CARS ON 24-HOUR 
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STANDBY REQUIRED, EMBASSY WILL HIRE OUTSIDE DRIVERS. ASSUME 
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ADDITIONAL COSTS WILL BE BORNE BY USDOC. 

4. SCHEDULE. RE REF A, PARA 5, EMBASSY BELIEVES THAT. OWING 

TO DISTANCES INVOLVED (APPROX. 40 MINUTES FROM CHANGI AIRPORT TO 
HOTEL OR EMBASSY) AND TRAFFIC CONGESTION IN SINGAPORE, PROPOSED 
SCHEDULE IS POSSIBLE ONLY IF (A) ARRIVAL TIME IS MOVED UP TO 
9:00 A.M. AND (B) SECRETARY AND PRINCIPAL ADVISERS COME DIRECTLY 
TO EMBASSY FROM AIRPORT. (REST OF PARTY WOULD GO DIRECTLY TO 
HOTEL.) PAST EXPERIENCE HAS SHOWN THAT ONE HOUR MUST BE ALLOWED 
FOR CALLS INCLUDING TRAVEL TIME BETWEEN APPOINTMENTS. MFA HAS 
AGREED TO REQUEST CALLS ON PRIMIN FOR 1 1 :00 AM AND MINISTER HON 
FOR 12 NOON, BUT WARNED THAT ONE OR EVEN BOTH CALLS MIGHT HAVE 
TO BE SCHEDULED IN AFTERNOON. LENGTHY DELAY IS OFTEN EXPERIENCED

ENCE WITH VIP VISITS IS ANY GUIDE, WE MAY BE UNABLE TO FINALIZE 
SCHEDULE UNTIL FIRST WEEK OF DECEMBER.

AND APPOINTMENTS RECEIVED AT TIMES REQUESTED MORNING SCHEDULE COULD BE
